Thus 
it is everywhere hoped that the forthcoming marriage now 
announced may fully justify the universal felicitations with which 
the news has been received, 


Unfounded and Dangerous. 


Wr quote in another column a portion of an article contributed 
to a recent issue of the AMERICAN HEBREW by Mr. CLAupDE G., 
MONTEFIORE. In it he says that, in his view, support and encourage- 
ment of Jewish Nationalism is inconsistent with whole-hearted 
devotion by the Jew to the State of which he is a citizen. Inferen- 
tially he indiets Jewish Nationalists as disloyal to the countries they 
inhabit, not excluding, apparc=tly, Palestine. It is really a monstrous 
charge, as utterly unfounded as it is highly dangerous, and as absurd 
a8 is Mr. MONTEFIORE’S attempt to class.as Zionists those who reject. 
that essential fundamental of Zionism, the National idea. Mr. 
MONTEFIORE, When he wrote what he did, could not possibly have 
stopped to consider how he was traducing thousands upon thousands 
of his fellow-Jews ina variant of the language employed by Haman, 
when he described the Jews of his day and land to King Abasuerus— 
and Haman was not a Jew, he was a professed hater of our people, 
While Mr, MONTEFIORE is one of the leaders of modern Jewry, a man 
Who never tires in his loving thoughts and deeds in its behalf. Nor 
could le have realised how by what hesaid hegave tothe anti-Semites 
their whole case, for they can find in his words a sharp weapon indeed 
to be employed against us. They have but to quote him on the one 
hand, and point to the world-wide nature of the Zionist Movement 
on the other, in order to give proof to their constant assertion thaf 
Jews are not patyiots. We know of not the slighest ground for Mr. 
ONTEFIORE’S statement, and he ventures none in the article we 
refer to, That he himself is an anti-Zionist and a loyal Englishman, 
is altogether insufficient as basis for such a sweeping allegation. It 
is Qt least due tothe public ‘that he should explain himself and 
offer some reason for his thus maligning his opponents; and Mr. 


MONTEFIORE, English gentleman as he is, is the last man to exhibit 
lack of courage concerning the opinions he holds or to shrink from 
commending them. We would venture to help him in discharging 
this clear duty by reminding him of a couple of instances, in which 
Jewish Nationalists in this country have manifested their 
attitude to, in each case, their adopted land. It is but a few 
days ago that Mr. Justice Romer declared that it was asa result 
of the “ arduous labours”’ of Dr. WEIZMANN the Jewish Nationalist 
leader, that he had produced during the war for the Government a 
Bacteriological culture which was of immense service in supplying 
an essential explosive. For that discovery, Dr. WrizManwn could 
have gained untold riches. He however refused all reward except 
the promise of help on the part of the British Government in the 
cause he represented. And if Mr. MONTEFIORE imagines—altogether 
mistakenly—that Dr. WEIZMANN is not a Jewish Nationalist because 
he favours chiefly other measures than political for our National 
redemption as a people, then we would remind him that the only 
Jewish unit formed in defence of the Allies during the war was due 
to that very insistent and determined Nationalist Mr. JABOTINSKY. 
These are just two instances that may help Mr. MONTEFIORE to see 
that Jewish Nationalists may, in every sense of the word, be as loyal 
and as true to the country to which they bear allegiance as he is 
himself. But these are only two of well nigh endless examples for 
Mr. MONTEFIORE to ignore, which is to show that in his estimate of 
Jewish Nationalism and Jewish Nationalists, he is nursing a sheer 
delusion. Unhappily it is one that is, as we have shown, likely to 
wreak infinite harm for Jews and Judaism, and therefore demands 
our energetic protest and repudiation. 


Polish Relief. 


It is gratifying to observe that a start has been made for pro- 
viding from British Jewry some help for our brethren in Poland, 
It is none too soon, for their parlous.condition has now for a long 
while been obvious, At the meeting for the purpose of launching 
a Relief Fund, Dr. LEON REICH, a member of .the Jewish Polish 
community, explained the economic circumstances which were 
pressing so sorely upon his fellow-Jews there, and our columns for 
several weeks past have borne testimony to their dire and distress- 
ing effects. Where, as has happened, the Jews of a whole town 
have become reduced to the utmost poverty, and where like disaster 
ominously threatens in other places, the duty of Jews in other 
countries better placed, needs no enlarging upon. Aid, quick and 
ample, must be forthcoming. None can give too much; the smallest 
contributions may be of infinite service. It is not gratifying to 
think that anti-Semitism is a considerable factor in the Jewish 
troubles in Poland, cace the El Dorado of Jews, where the proudest 
among them felt the source of their pride in the fact that they 
deemed themselves Poles differentiated from their fellow-citizens 
only in point of religion. But the story of Poland in relation 
to its Jews has been frequently repeated elsewhere, particularly 
of late years. A correspondent tells elsewhere in this issue of 
the change that has come over Constantinople, where, for gener- 
ations, not a breath of anti-Semitism had been discerned; while, 
still more remarkable, a writer recently in an American Jewish 
paper declared that with the spread of anti-Jewish feeling in the 
United States a contemplation of the future Jewish position there 
was by no means free from anxiety despite the bounding prosperity 
of American Jews, and the great influence they exercise. The 
apparently inevitable fall, following the equally apparently inevit- 
able rise. of Jews in country after country does not form a pleasant 
consideration, and still less does the fact that Jewish Statesmanship, 
if that word is deserved, is limited still to Charity—to palliative and 
not to cure. Such distress, however, that prevails in Poland must 
be relieved, and it is to be hoped that the Jews of this country will 
give freely and generously to the Fund for Polish Jewry that has 
been initiated. |

vol cncouraged, and Offspring grows up superior and supercilious, 
thinking ef Education as an end, when, of course, if is at 
best & means. It concludes that it has nothing to learn from 
others or from experience, and so stops its cultural progress long 
before it has become fully developed. That is how if comes about 
‘hat these brilliant Jewish children who “do” so well at school and 


‘make fooling” remains even in those—I suppose especially in 
those—who follow careers based upon education. They develop 
into insufferable prigs, who look down upon any who have not been 
to“ varsity,” assuming condescending airs of self-satisfaction towards 
all with whom they come into contact. TI cannot account for it, but 
this is most prominently indicated in Rabbis, and even in that 
branch of the profession which I the other day heard one inhabiting 
it call that of the Jewish parson! From the average spiritual guide 
of Jews modesiy is as absent as sin, and he is filled with egotism 
as if it were Judaism undistilled. Not that these stand alone. 
It is seldom one meets with a Jew who has been well educated, 
—tha‘ is, has managed to pass any number of examinations— 
or las gone through a course of training which should have 
enabled 


him to become educated. who realises—and _thaf, 
after all, is the test of education—how much more there is 
to know than he has ever learnt! I was speaking one day 


with an eminent London Surgeon who was then on the point of 


retiring from a practice that for years had yielded him a vast income - 


of thousands annually, and I observed to him that it seemed a 
matter for regret that he could not transfer to someone else his 
great experience, as a trader can his goodwill. © Well, | don’t know,’ 
was the famous man’s reply, “because in fact my experience 
amounts only to this: that what the most experienced of medical 
men know is but 10 per cent. as compared with 99 per cent. of what 
they do not know.” He was not one of our people who thus spoke, 
and reading in one of the weekly papers the autobiography, given In 
instalments, of another renowned Doctor-specialist who was of our 
race, T have frequently contrasted in my mind his attitude to men 
and things and to his professional attainments with that of the 
Surgeon whom I have just quoted, 


Making fools of our childven—for Iam convinced that parents 
with their senseless child-worship are largely, and in some cases, 
entirely, responsible for the folly of their offspring to which I allude— 
in this way (a way not contemplated by Dr. Jacobs, let me say again, 
when he drew his apparently simple prescription) is responsible for 
a great deal of anti-Jewish feeling. And what Dr. Jacobs supposed 
was jealousy of Jewish intellectual prowess was really contempt and 
reprehension for “the airs and disgraces “—as a dear old lady I 
knew persisted in calling it—of those Jews who took an altogether 
exaggerated view of their intellectual attainments, however. In 
themselves creditable to those who had gained them. It is just 
another example, perhaps, of the proneness we Jews show in over- 
doing everything. For I doubt not that at least part of the motive 
inducing parents to provide for their children a superior education 
is so to fit them that they will be respected by non-Jews as well as 
being made obeisance to by Jews, and that the detestable attitude 
taken up by the “highly educated” young man or young woman 
among us is largely governed by the desire to appear so “ English, 
you know—quite English,” in fact super-English !

Raspt Dr. P. KLEIN (New York). 

The death is announced from New York of Rabbi Dr. Philip Klein, 
Senior Rabbi of the Ohab Zedek Congregation, followed by the demise of 
his wife two days later. Dr. Klein, a native of Hungary, occupied a post 
in Libau in his early days (after studying in Eisenstadt, and under Dr. 
Hildesheimer in Berlin), and responded to the call of the Congregation in 
New York about thirty-five years ago. The name of his Congregation, 
Ohab Zedek, typically represents the character of Dr. Klein, who was 
known as Rabbi Hillel Hakohen and was widely respected. 
capper YEHUDA LEVIN (Detroit). 

Rabbi Yehuda Levin, who has just passed away at Detroit (U.S.A), 
is deeply mourned by all sections of the population there. He had been 
in Detroit for thirty-five years, and took an active part in the Mizrachi 
Movement. 


Raper AARON MARKELES (Vilna). 
The death is reported from Vilna, of Rabbi Aaron Markeles, a 
prominent and highly respected scholar and preacher. The deceased had 
held Rabbinical office in Vilna for twenty-seven years. 


Mr. HERMANN OPPENHEIMER. 
On Monday evening last the Brondesbury Synagogue lost one of its 
founders in the demise of Mr. Hermann Oppenheimer, of 6, Chatsworth 
Road, Brondesbury. The late Solomon Barnett and he were the first 
Wardens of the then newly opened Brondesbury Synagogue in 1905. Mr. 
Oppenheimer was also the first Chairman of the Education Committee of 
the Religion Classes, in whose welfare he took a keen interest for a 
number of years. Somewhat of a reserved nature, he was not a ready 
aspirant aftercommunal offices, but, having once been called forward, and 
receiving a mandate from the electors, he brought his finest faculties to 
the service of the community. Thus, after an interval of some years 
he was again chosen in 1922 as the Synagogue’s representative on the 
Council of the United Synagogue, which body in turn elected him 
as its representative on the Council of Jews’ College. But where 
he rendered most loving service was, I believe, as Chairman of the 
Commission for Kashruth to which he brought his practical knowledge 
and experience as well as his ready sympathy. He knew the Continent 
and was fully acquainted With the organised provision for Kasher estab- 
lishments abroad. He brought, therefore, to this task a wide outlook. He 
Was a staunch defender of the “ Old Paths,” and being a faithful adherent 
to observant Judaism, watched the community and its vagaries with a 
keen, critical eye. ‘He disliked pretence and soft words ; yet was he never 
unkind or harsh. He brought his penetrating, practical business-mind to 
bear directly on any matter which duty called upon him to consider, and 
he was both fair and sound in his criticism. He was a regular attendant 
at the synagogue and will be missed both in the synagogue and where 
good was done unostensibly. Mr. Oppenheimer leaves a brother and two 
daughters to mourn his loss, one of whom is the wife of Dr. M. Epstein, 
who holds now the office which his father-in-law held exactly twenty-one 
years ago. The whole-hearted sympathy of the congregation will go forth 
to the family of the late Hermann Oppenheimer—"3°3"s"T.—From Dayan

A man of high character and sterling worth has passed away in the 
person of Hermann Oppenheimer, who died on Monday last. Mr. Oppen- 
heimer, who was in his seventieth year, had been in failing health for 
some time, although the end came with unexpected suddenness. 
Mr. Oppenheimer was a native of Wirzburg, descended from a distin- 
guished Bavarian Jewish family that traced its origin to Italy in the 14th 
century, and in his devotion to public service he was but following a long- 
established family tradition. He came to England thirty-seven years ago, 
and soon took a keen interest‘in communal affairs in the north of London, 
where he then resided. He was largely instrumental in founding the 
Hebrew and Religion Classes attached to the Dalston Synagogue, and, in 
co-operation with the Rev. M. Hyamson, then the local minister, 
built the special class-rooms for the purpose. He was thus one of the 


pioneers in the modern movement in England for associating public 


religious teaching directly with the synagogue. When Mr. Oppenheimer 
moved to the north-west of London he found there a notable gap in the 
provision for public worship outside the area served by the Hampstead 
and St. John’s Wood Synagogues, and he became one of the founders of 
the Brondesbury Synagogue, of which he was one of the first Wardens. 
Hie took a very real interest in higher Jewish education, and was for 
many years a member of the Council of Jews’ College. Himself a fine type 
of observant Jew, he wasalways ready to give active support to any move- 
ment having as its object the conservation of the old Jewish life, and more 
recently he was appointed Chairman of the Kashruth Commission. Outside 
the community he was well-known and highly respected in the electrical 
industry. Mr. Oppenheimer had been a widower for many years, but two 
daughters survive him, Mrs. M. Epstein, herself active in public service 
and President of the first English Women’s Lodge of the Independent 
Order of B'nai B'rith, and Mrs. H. Sloog. The public activities of his 
son-in-law, Dr. Epstein, are too well known to call for comment. Although 
essentially a manof action, there was an old-world courtesy about Mr. 
Oppenheimer that made him a very attractive personality. He had deep 
Jewish feeling and high Jewish character, for he was, above all, a man of 
integrity, in word and deed.—From Mr. F. S. SPreRs,

A TRIBUTE. 


Jacob Adler was the first: Yiddish actor to be termed “ great,” and the 
only one for a long time worthy of the adjective. Good actors there were 
in plenty, artists, too, especially among the comedians. But he stood in 
a class alone until the moderns came along—the Vilna Players, Maurice 
Bchwartz and his associates, and a few others—and never did he 
deteriorate or descend to such gaucheries as many unfortunately did. He 
was known as the “Jewish Irving” in the days when the late Sir H 
Trving was the admitted head of the profession, and although the

MINISTERS’ SUPERANNUATION SCHEME ADOPTED, 


Opposition to a Jerusalem Scholarship. 


A meeting of the Council of the Jewish War Memorial was he) oy 
Wednesday at Jews’ College. Mr. Lionel de Rothschild presided. 

Sir Robert WALEY K.B.E., submitted the accounts for 
vear. He pointed out that the income of the fund was now about £909 
ayear. By far the greater part of the expenditure was for the Centra) 
Committee for Jewish Education, the rest being for administration 
and the grants to Jews’ College and the JYeshiba Etz Chayim. 
He proceeded to submit the Ministers’ Superannuation Scheme, and 
moved that it be put into operation as from April 14th, and that the 
solvency of the fund be guaranteed for twenty years. 

Inreply to questions, Sir ROBERT said that while the first intention 
was to provide pensions in cases where there was no local schcime, 
there was nothing to exclade its being applied to a constituent of the 
United Synagogue if that body approved. It was anticipated that the 
premiums would be paid as to fifty per cent. each by the congregations 
and the ministers, but power was reserved in the scheme to vary that 
proportion. The scheme and the resolutions were unanimously approved, 

Sin ROBERT WALLEY COHEN reported that Mr. E. H. Cotton, J.Pp., 
of Vort Elizabeth, and Sir Lewis Richardson had provided a fund 
for a South African Scholarship tenable at Jews’ College and at a 
University, which the War Memorial would administer. The Execy 
tive Committee regretted that owing to the present state of the funds 
they were unable to put into effect the proposal to establish a scholarship 
tenable at the Institute of Hebrew Studies in connection with the Jerusalem 
University, as to which Mr. Israel Cohen had given notice of motion. 

Mr. IskArt, COHEN moved that the Council should give effect to iho 
resolution passed in 1920. He said he was not satisfied that there wire 
no funds available. There were a large number of outstanding prom se; 
and an cffort might be made to secure gifts from those who had no' 
hitherto subscribed. He emphasised the importance of the Institute, and 
said that the sum of £150 involved would merely cover travelling expenses 
and of living in Jerusalem. The student would not be charse! 
anything for admission, and might gain a scholarship at the Institute 
itself. He suggested that the War Memorial had been actually conceived 
on Palestinian soil, and that this was the only one of the objects which 
directly arose out of the War. 

The PRESIDENT said that under their constitution no private membcr 
could initiate expenditure, but Mr. Cohen could move to refer the matter 
back to the Executive Committee. He hoped Mr. Cohen would |'elp 
collect the £3,000 necessary to establish the scholarship. So far they 
must. admit failure to collect sufficient for all they had hoped to 
accomplish. 

Mr. COHEN said he accepted the suggestion. 

Dayan LAZARUS seconded the motion to refer back. 

Mr. H. A. GOODMAN hoped the War Memorial would have nothing to 
do with the Institute, which he declared was not conducted in accordance 
with the traditions of Traditional Judaism (a remark which drew from 
Dr. Biichler emphatic signs of dissent). | , 

Major H. L. NATHAN expressed surprise at Mr. Goodman’s remarks, 
They were bound to provide-for this scholarship at some time or other. 
He saw no difference between providing ascholarship for Jerusalem and 
one for any other university. 

Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN said that financial grounds were the 
only reason for their recommending no action at present. Le 
denied that the War Memorial had been conceived in Palestine. | 
He had had something to do with it, and he declared that 
it was originated in this country. There had been no desire on the part 
of the founders to keep the war in recollection, but merely to make use of 
the spirit which had been evinced by the communities of the Empire 
during the war. He welcomed. Mr. Cohen's optimism as to obtaining 
special funds sufficient to provide for this scholarship, and hoped he 
would become Chairman of the Appeal Committee. (Laughter). 

The motion to refer the matter back to the Executive Committee ws 
carried by 17 votes to 9.

were totally unlike, there was some justification for the apellation. Acicr 
had something of the same capacity for psychological expression. L 
remember being “ held” by him in a play of no particular merit, in w)iich 
he had to bear the burden of another’s misdeed, by the expressive ¢\ cs 
he kept turning in mute appeal on his betrayer. His face was [ar 
more eloquent than any dialogue the author conld have written, 
and was as effective as Irving’s mobile features, although Adler 
wore a beard, which made it much more difficult for him. 
There was always something dignified about Adler. He had a magnificent 
presence, handsome features, and a fine voice. I saw him first when I 
was a youngster, and remember him asa resourceful comedian; I saw 
him on his last visit to London a few years ago, when, although I noticed 
that he found it necessary to sit frequently, his voice had lost little of its 
power and beauty and the expression of his eyes none at all. He was 
ever keen on fidelity to detail, which cannot be said of all the leading 
Yiddish actors who were his contemporaries, He was their superior, too, 
in keeping pace with new ideas. He did not grow “ old-fashioned an 
method and technique, and he recognised the value of the work of the 
new writers, while younger “stars” clung to melodramatic rubbish which 
hal scarcely any relation to Jewish (or non-Jewish) life and no connection 
with art. One of the last things in which I saw him was Shalom Asch's 
“ God of Vengeance.”"—From Mr. M. J, LANDA.

CONFERENCE OF LODGES IN GREAT BRITAIN, 

The second Conference of delegates from the Lodges in Great 
nritain was held on Sunday morning in the Maccabean Club Rooms, 
George Street, Manchester. Bro. Dr. Samuel Daiches, President of the 
virst Lodge of England, was elected Chairman of the Conference. The 
following delegates were present :— 


Bros. Dr. Samuel Daiches, 8. Rowson, M.Sc., Alex. J. Cohen, B.5c., 
Councillor M. Gordon Liverman, J.P., Dr M. Epstein, and J. H. Taylor, B.A. 
‘Pirst Lodge of England) ; Mesdames M. Epstein, Alex. J. Cohen, and Joseph 
Greenbaum (First Women’s Lodge of England); Bros. 1. W. Goldberg, 8. 
\houhab, A. Y. Shalom, L. Moss, and A. Abouhab (Manchester Lodge) ; Bro. Dr. 
Salis Daiches (Edinburgh Lodge); Bros, Dr. I. J. Lipkin, M. Greenman, and 8. 
sake (Liverpool Lodge); and Bros. Councillor H. Morris, H. M. Simans, M, 
Stross, and L. Samuel (Leeds Lodge). 


Cables of greeting were despatched to the Grand President of the 
Order in Cincinnati, and to the Grand Lodge of Czecho-Slovakia, who 
were also holding a Conference on the same day, and had invited 
representatives from England. 

A scheme was submitted to, and considered by, the Conference with 
reference to the publication of a B'nai B'rith periodical in England. 
After a discussion it was resolved that the whole scheme be referred to 
the District Grand Lodge for Great Britain, who. were given powers to 
take such action as they might think proper. 

Bro. 8. ROWSON submitted, on behalf of the First Lodge of [england, 
a scheme setting forth the constitution and functions of the newly-created 
District Grand Lodge of Great Britain and Ireland. The following were 
appointed a committee to draft in detail the constitution in accordance 
with the scheme: Bros. Dr. Samuel Daiches, 8. Rowson, M. Gordon 
Liverman (London), I. W. Goldberg (Manchester), and H. M. Simans 
(Leeds). 

A memorandum drawn up by Bro. §. Gilbert, B.A. (First Lodge of 
ingland), outlining proposals as to the future corporate work of the Order 
in Great Britain, was considered and referred to the District Grand 
Lodge. 

The PRESIDENT reported the establishment of a new Lodge in Leeds, 
and it was agreed that endeavours be made to form Lodges in Cardiff} 
Bimingham, Southport, and Glasgow. | 

Bro. S. Rowson, M.S8c., submitted a proposal that the Lodges in Great 
Britain assist in the scheme now under discussion with the Deputies of 
Dritish Jews for statistical work bearing on the Jews in this country. 

In the course of a discussion, Bro. Dr. I. J. Lipkin reported that in 
Liverpool they were engaged in drawing up certain statistics with regard 
to foreign Jews in hospitals, and Bro. I. W. Goldberg reported that a 
statistical Committee had been formed by their Lodge in Manchester. 

ro. Rowson’s resolution was unanimously adopted. 

A resolution from the First Lodge of ingland was unanimously 
alopted that a pilgrimage to Palestine be arranged to take place in the 
Spring of 1927. , 

\ resolution from the Women’s Lodge aiming at a closer co-operation 
of the Men's and Women’s Lodges was agreed to. The ritual, as revised 
by the First Lodge of England, was adopted. 


A reception in honour of the Delegates to the Inter Lodge Con: 
ference was held at the Midland Hotel last Saturday evening. Bro. 
I. W. Goldberg delivered the Presidential Address. He welcomed the 
Delegates from the First Women’s Lodge of England who were anxious 
to interest the women of Manchester in the establishment of a women’s 
lodge. The Independent.Order of B’nai B'rith he said was now a world- 
wide movement linked together by lodges in every country where its 
aims and objects were known. It had heiped in erecting and main- 
taining hospitals, colleges, orphan homes, and bureanx for alien immi- 
grants. The Manchester Lodge looked forward with great hope to the 
successful outeome of its campaign for the co-ordination of local charities. 
The Manchester brethren had raised a sum of £200 for the relief of the 
Jews in Damascus. . 

Mrs. Epstein (London) urged the formation of a Women’s Auxiliary 
Lodge to help the men in the work affecting women. She gave details of 
the various activities of the London Auxiliary Lodge. 

Mrs. Alex J. Cohen supported the remar'!s of the previous speaker. 

Dr. Samuel Daiches, President of the First Lodge of England, said that 
Manchester was to be congratulated on holding the second conference in 
its midst. He pointed out that the Order had been able to interest the 
Deputies of British Jews in the Damascus Fund, to which Manchester 
had so liberally responded. 

Mr. L. Letter moved, and Mrs. I. M. Sieff seconded, a vote of thanks to 
the speakers. A similar vote was accorded to the Chairman, on the 
motion of Dr. Roth. 

The annual dinner of the Order was held at the Midland Hotel on 
Sunday evening. Bro. I. W. Goldberg presided. He proposed the loyal 
toast and that of “ The First Lodge of England.” Dr. Samuel Daiches, in 
responding, said the First Lodge stood for intensified Jewishness, to make 
brethren feel they were bound together by the everlasting tie of Jewish 
brotherhood. The Lodge inculcated the idea of realising the happiness 
of belonging to the Jewish race. Dr. M. Epstein proposed ‘The Man- 
chester Lodge,” and praised the splendid Jewish institutions of the city.

MR. MONTEFIORE AND THE 
DOCTRINE OF UNITY.

From the CHIEF RABBI OF THE BRITISH EMPIRE. 


To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sirn,—In your last issue, Dr. Mattuck concludes his letter in defence 
of Mr. Montefiore’s orthodoxy on the Unity of God by italicising the 
following words of Mr. Montefiore : 

“Till all men believe in God's oneness, the Jews will always lay 
special stress upon this great doctrine; and when all men equally 
believe it, they will lay stress upon it as they lay stress, and will 
always continue to lay stress, upon God's goodness or righteousness.” 
“The Jews will always lay special stress upon this great doctrine "— 

but will Liberal Jews? They can hardly do so if they follow Mr. Monte- 
flore who, in addition to these unerceptionable words quoted and italicised 
by Dr. Matttck, has given utterance to others that quite neutralise them. 
Thus, he writes that Liberal Jews must “re-examine ” the doctrine of the 
Divine Unity, and consider how far the modern views of the Trinity are

in accordance with the Jewish belief of the Unity! Furthermore, he tells ¢ 
us, it does not at all follow that because the doctrine of the Trinity “ has $$ 
been, and even is, in frequent danger of degenerating into Tritheism, or 
has often so degenerated, it is, therefore, not true.” ) 

It is futile to argue that these statements are taken out of their con- § 
text. Nothing that Mr. Montefiore may have said in the same paragraph i 
or in the same book or in a dozen books can dilute the concession ex pressed 
in those sentences as to the possible truth of the Trinity, or do away with : 
the incontrovertible fact that such statements constitute a weakening in 
his stand for the absolute Unity of God. ; 

If Mr. Montefiore did not mean what is implied in the sentences 
quoted, he should not have written them; and if, having written them, ' ' 
he now finds that they state more than he meant, it is for him to with- ; 
draw them.—Faithfally yours,

| My DEAR COUSIN, 


The other day I met a wise woman with the smile of Mona Lisa about 

her lips. She is a close observer of communal affairs, and with the 
feminine instinct which is hers in large measure, she often skilfully 
diagnoses our communal difficulties. I was fortunate in gaining her con. 
S fidence; and so interesting did I find her opinions that I desire to transmit 
them to you, 
4 fhe commenced by pointing out that Ahglo Jewry was not so 
> #8 harmoniously constituted an organism as were some of the Jewries she 
knew or the continent, or even as was Anglo-Jewry itsclf a century or 80 
ago. That was the fount of all our difficulties, and especially of our 
religious difficulties. We were in the unfortunate position of having to 
Be weld a large number of strains into a single whole. Possibly the same 
problem existed in the United States. But it had never been otherwise 
over there. With us the problem is of comparatively recent growth, 
and it shed a sad light on Jewish History. , 

Consider Anglo-Jewry in its geographical origins. Pride of place 

. 4 g belongs to the ethnic strain which beasts of an ancient English ancestry. 
| But numerically it is not large; it is but a rivulet of What was once a

| ¢ chiefly from the old Russian Pale. | 

. 3 * The German strain is interesting, composed as it is of two differing 
elements. The one, for the most part from Southern Germany, is true 
to the ideals of Samson Raphael Hirsch, or it may be of Israel Hildes- 
heimer. They are not so far removed either from these two religious 
: _ leaders ; I believe grandchildren of Hirsch may still be found resident in 
North London, the stronghold of this German orthodoxy. One must 
admire its self-sacrifice, its devotion to ideals, its punctilious observance 
of religious forms. But it suffers from religious snobbery. It has a 
touch of what may perhaps be termed Jewish Calvinism. Whether it is 
permitted to eat g, blood orange during Passover is a serious problem for 
. FF men of this conventicle. The United Synagogue and its Chief Rabbi are 

* not good enough for it. It conveys the impression of being a cut above 
“English Jews” religiously. It has its own communal organisation, a 
little Bethel marked by many features of “Chevradom.” But on the 
other hand it strives genuinely to cultivate ancient Jewish literature; it 
boasts of a peripatetic Shiuvr which counts many members. In time of 
; be troubl too, members of this group are capable of magnificent self- 
3 sacrifice. 


. & The other German strain is of a different metal. It is a-religious; 
7 cares nothing for the Synagogue or the Church; takes little interest in 

communal affairs; shoulders none of the communal burdens. From its 
: midst have sprung men who have contributed to the organisation of some 
at: | * of our great national industries. A small minority is inscribed in the 
a35 : membership lists of some congregation or other, but only in order to 
: » ensure Jewish burial. Despite their neutrality these people still form 
part of Anglo-Jewry. 

More numerous, more vociferous,! more “Jewish” perhaps is the 
contingent sprung from Eastern Europe. These are veritable Children of 
the Ghetto; many of them are ignorant and mistrustful of the great 
=» Wwerld, which for good or for evil moulds life for all of us. You may find 
ot them in the great provincial centres. The thrift of the Jew soon provides 
these men and women with an ample competence, often even with great 
riches. Inthe main they cultivate the piety of the Ghetto: they keep 
{as it is called) Kasher homes; they are markedly Jewish Nationalists. 
Though they are birds of a feather with the German extremists, they do 
not flock together, probably because the Germans are their superiors in 
general culture. 

All these groups have children: our great problem, if only we realised 
it, is the fusion of the growing youth into more or less of a heterogeneous 
whole. Fusion there must be ; it is proceeding all the time, and in all 
probability, the next generation or twoof Jews in England, be their origin 
whatever it may, will be closer in outlook than the generations of a decade 
or so ago. But quite homogeneous it will not be for man y a year. The 
sons of the old Jewish-English families who go to the Public Schools where 
some of them attend chapel will clearly be different types from the 
Grandchildren of the Ghetto. Both will tend to be “link,* to be less 
religious than their fathers, to be more “ English ” in outlook. The ctirions 
thing is that Russian Jews who have the means send their children to the 
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New Jewry in this country which is quickly arising in our midst. 

One would have thought that these cross-currents in themee):. 3 
would suffice to explain our present day difficulties. But there a;p 
others. ‘There is still the separation between Ashkenazim and Sephardim. 
The old hostility has mellowed.into a kind of good-natured toleration. 
But you cannot so easily obliterate age-long contrasts. There is, however. 
no stronely-flowing current and cross-current; but the streams do flow 
athwart each other. Next must be mentioned the contrast betwery 
Zionists and non-Zionists. This again cuts across the community in y+ 
another fashion. Many so-called orthodox Jews are at one with many 
non-religious Jews in their opposition to the Zionist ideal; while many 
pious Jews are found on the same Zionist platform as many an agnost: 
of Jewis! racial origin. 

Religiously, likewise, we are face to face with currents and cr 

currents. ‘There is the widening breach, perhaps artificially maintained, 
between the “Orthodox” party and the “ Liberals.” Many people are 
asking, why are the “ Liberals” making progress? Why are they 
winning adherents? Is it not a sign of weakness that the Chief Rabbi 
must resort to comfort bis flock by reminding them of the Pious Remnant 
of whom the Prophet Isaiah foretold? Between the two protagonists 
stands Berkeley Street with its aroma of ancient practice distilling f: 
a vessel of modern mould. It may be that ultimately the New Jewry 
will drift to the Berkeley Street position, if only strong and effectiy: 
leadership be found there. For the New Jewry will abhor pretence and 
make-believe. ‘There are some who say, for instance, that while the 
“ Liberals ” ride on the Sabbath or do not observe the Dietary Laws, the, 
face the facts and admit them, and.draw the logical conclusion from tho 
position. But there are hundreds of people within the fold of the United 
Synagogue who do precisely the same as the “ Liberals,” but who will! not 
face the position nor draw logical conclusions from it. They maintain 
officially at any rate, that they are so-called * orthodox,” and they rai! at 
the “ Liberals,” or tacitly allow the “ Liberals” to be railed at, for living the 
same Jewish life as they themselves do. For the New Jewry, the Jewry 
that is growing up in our midst, there will have to be a clear-cut line of 
conduct. Who can say what particular brand of Judaism the New Jewry 
will accept? Whatever it is, it will surely not be either of the extreme 
presentations. The tragedy is that the Ne Jewry is slowly taking root, 
and the organised community is doing nothing for it but repeating the o)d 
formule. 

For the last thirty or forty years, the currents and cross-currents in 
the community have created difficulties for Anglo-Jewry. As long 4» 
immigration was unchecked, the streams were constantly fed and the 
problems increased and multiplied. The recent immigration policy of the 
country, whether it be considered wise or foolish, right or wrong, has at 
any rate tended to diminish the cross-currents in Anglo-Jewry. Before 
very long, a new type of Jewry will arise, more uniformly moulded, more 
homogeneous in character, more true to a single type than was the Angio- 
Jewry of the last three or four decades. To mould these types aright is 
surely far more important than to engage in what Swift might have 
termed “The Battle of the Sermons.” The preachers may rage ; thc 
orthodox may fulminate; the “ Liberals” may triumpb. Life laughs at 
them all, and Life is always on the side of youth. 

So the wise woman ended her message. Whether we agree with her 
or-not, her diagnosis is worth a thought. :

cin.—Knowing your general attitude towards “ Liberal” Judaism, I 
was pleasantly surprised to read your impartial leading note on “ The 
Amrmations of Judaism.” Not only do the “ Liberals ” passionately cling 
to the Doctrine of the Unity ; but of all the Jews I know, Mr. Montefiore 
has dealt the most brilliantly with this fundamental of Jndaism, examin. 
ing its metaphysical implications and ethical corollaries, in the light of 
‘he fullest modern scholarship. Mr. Montefiore’s scrupulous fairness 
‘wards other people's beliefs is liable to irritate a certain type of mind. 
rhis is why so many stones are thrown at him. Whereas many people 
pay lip-service to religious dogmas of various kinds, only the comparatively 
ow are capable of following and appreciating a philosophical discussion 
of the tenets of their faith. 

Orthodox Jews may differ from Mr. Montefiore as to the merits of 
‘Tiberal” Judaism; but all Jews owe him gratitude for his life-long 
ondication of Pharisaic and Rabbinic Judaism against the attacks of 
“-hiirer, Bousset and their school. Here, again, Mr. Montefiore’s 
scrupulously accurate scholarship is unbearable to the semi-educated, 
prejudiced mind, Avoiding the unqualified admiration of the Pharisees, 
typical of Travers Herford, Mr. Montefiore adopts a carefully impartial 
tone, Which has not failed to carry weight in quarters hitherto prejudiced 

ainst partisan Jewish scholarship. 

Let me give your readers a quotation from Mr. Montefiore’s article 
on “Jewish Scholarship and Christian Silence”: (Hibbert Journal: 
January, 1903). 

“The writer of this article is no thick and thin supporter of the 
Rabbinical Law and the Rabbinical Religion. Me does not personally live 
under that Law or’ believe in all the dogmas of that religion. But this does 
not prevent his desire that justice should be done. He_is a passionate 
believer in the doctrine that there are many pathways which lead to 
Giod. One of these pathways is ‘ legal,’ one is ‘ Pauline’; both are holy, 
and produce holy men. He wishes that he loved God one quarter so 
purely and fervently as many a Rabbinic Jew, who will not wear a 
handkerchief in his pocket on the Sabbath.” 

Let me ask my many orthodox friends: Is not the saintliness under- 
lying these remarks in keeping with the true Talmudic spirit—tho 


Liberalism of Hillel? Would it not be PI" MVwsp o°3D5 to say, that the 
man who can utter such pure and holy sentiments is not only a true Jew, 
but a good Jew and a great Jew? If weare going to accuse Mr. Monte- 
fiore of Trinitarianism because he does not laugh at or despise those who 
hold this non-Jewish doctrine, we might equally attack Maimonides, 
because he deems Christianity and Islam to be two valuable providential 
agents to lead. mankind to God; we might also, on very good grounds, 
denounce Ibn Ezra as a rationalist and Higher-Critic, and we might 
denounce those Rabbis who held that to deny heathenism is 
tantamount to the acceptance of Judaism. As for the great Jewish 
Alexandrian philosopher Philo, I expect I must say 1QW MD", because the 
whole Loyos Christology and important portions of the Pauline Theology 
derives ultimately from him!

Tragically enough, in the very same issue of your paper containing 
the attack on Mr. Montefiore, I read the following very grave statement 
by Mr. Ernest Lesser, the widely-respected Chairman of the Welfare 
Committee of the United Synagogue. Mr. Lesser says: 

_ the main problem at present was a religionsone. The drift that was taking 
} ‘ace from orthodox Judaism was a very serious matter. The growth of non- 
observance of the Sabbath was now flagrant. They had tried all sorts of 
expedients . . . . but he was sorry the result was almost a fiasco. This 
was a religions matter, and if there was a religious evil it was primarily the 
responsibility of the religious leaders of the Commnnity. It was up to the East 
End to take stock of the situation, and see if they could not do something with 
& cillerent type of minister and a different type of service than were to be found 
nthe Kast End synagogues. 
_ Str, surely this is not the time to emphasise, inside Anglo-Jewry, the 
‘ustinetions and labels of parties and sects. Is it not rather a time that 
calls for co-operation and united effort from all men, whereby, each loyal 
to his own convictions, might do genuine constructive work, to strengthen 
| our children in their love for our Mother faith ?—Yours obedient! y,

INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE” 
WITH 
MISS ROSE SOLOMON. 


OME concern has recently been occasioned by two recent Board 
of Education Circulars. It is feared that the new policy fore- 
shadowed will affect the existence of the Jews’ Infant Schools 
which have a proud record of efficiency. Founded in the same 

year as THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 1841, the schools (now located at Com: 
mercial Streetand Buckle Strect) have beenfort unate inalways having 
had a body of devoted managers 
who have spared neither trouble 
nor expense to render them the 
best of their kind, and they 
enjoy an enviable reputation In 
the educational world. It would 
be very lamentable if the 
excellent work they are accom. 
plishing were to be impaired 
either on grounds of an educa- 
tional policy, which many high 
authoritics conceive to be 
mistaken, or from motives of 
misplaced economy. Miss Rose 
Solomon, the able headmistress 
of the Commere ial Street School, 
is optimistic on the question, 


and refuses to bheheve that 
infant teaching will be sus”

the course of an interview, given an account of the work of the 
School, and explained the causes of the high reputation it enjoys.

Jewish cdonominational schools are a mistake or 
unnecessary, but I do not think that view can apply to infant schools. 
While cider children have other facilities for receiving religious education 
than the colourless Cowper-Temple teaching which is all they can receive 
in a Council School, no provision is made by the community for Infant 
teaching other than that given in these schools. Moreover. whereas 
the elder child can be taught through its reasoning and general 
perceptive faculties, the infant learns mainly by means of the eye. 
That is why we attach so much importance’ to ceremonial in our 
religious curriculum. It -is no use. talking about a- Succah, for 
instance, to babies. We hare one. Similarly we light the Chanueah 
lights on every evening of the Festival. And on Purim we hold 
high revel. L wish you could hear them singing the’ Passover hymns. 
The Jewish atmosphere is soaked into them here, and most people will 
agree that it is the earliest religious impressions which are the most 
lasting. Nothing of that sort conld be done in an ordinary Council school. 
I do not think they could even learn the Shema in Hebrew. Our little 
ones recite it with great reverence every day. 

Jewish Teachers. 

“A great deal depends on the Jewish teachers, who understand, 
sympathise and sometimes condone in a Jewish way. They are en 
rapport with the mothers, and there is a close link between the Jewish 
school and the Jewish home. At a Council school we could not for 
instance discuss the Seder ceremonies with the children. A Jewish 
‘supply’ teacher who was here the other day almost wept when she 
heard our little ones talking about Charoseth. In a Council school it 
frequently happens that the religious education, such as it is, is imparted 
by a non-Jewish teacher. If you get a sympathetic headmistress she 
may, a3 a concession, allow a Jewish teacher to assemble the Jewish 
children. Thatis not always possible, and seldom done. No, the Jews’ 
Infant Schools are a necessity. 

Pioneers. 


You have led the way among the infant schools of the Metropolis 
have you not? 

“ We have been fortunate in our Managers. Since the foundation of 
the Schools we have had members of the Goldsmid and Montefiore 
families associated with the institution. Mr. Leonard Montefiore is now 
a manager and is continuing the family tradition. Louisa Lady Goldsmid 
and Mr. Claude Montefiore were among the pioneers of Froebel teaching 
in this country, and Mr. Montefiore is still President of the Froebel 
bociety and rarely misses a meeting. Before the days of training 
colleges our teachers had. the, advantage of special instruction given 
voluntarily by managers, such as the late Mr. Horatio Micholls, Mr. E 
Montefiore Micholls, Mrs. Meyer Spielman, and Mr. Montefiore himself. 
Only the other day I sent roundto the Jews’ Free School some scientific 
apparatus which remained over from those days. We have been 
splendidly equipped and the managers are always ready to encourage 
experimental work. We are among the practising infant schools under 
the L.C.C., and student teachers regularly come to us from Stockwell 
College, whilst we get visitors from all parts of the country and many, 


too, from abroad. 
Spevial Features. 
“One of the features of the School is what is known as vertical 


classification. Every class has its proportion of the very young and

older children. This cnables brothers and sisters of different ages, and 


friends from the same house, to sit together in the same clags. The 

younger ones acquire the discipline of the school more rapid) V 

the older ones, and there are other advantages.

“So teach us to number our days that we may qet us a! 
—Psalin xe. 12. 

The ninetiéth Psalm, that claims for itself no less an author t) 
greatest of the prophets, May be regarded as a religions and philosophic 
study of time's great contrasts. It tells us in wondrous languase «{ the 
Divine eternity. No less feelingly does it speak of the fleeting 


of man. God, the Creator, from everlasting to everlasting; man the 
creature, a tlower that withers with the passing of the day. God, to 
whom a thousand years are but as a watch in the night; man, w)iwse 
utmost span is at the best but fourscore years. And yet, despit« the 
knowledge of the shortness of human life and of the shadows ani the 
sorrows that consume them in God's anger, the message of the 
writer is one of hope and trust. The keynote of his confiien 
is set in the stately imagéry of the opening verse. In the Divine cternity 
and omuniscience have frail mortals throughout the ages ever found 4 sate 
and lasting dwelling place. To the Divine mercy they appeal that days 
of joy may soon replace the days of sorrow. In the fulness and perfection 
of God's purposes they will find their own life-work rewarded, an! the 
glorious presence of the Divine majesty reflected in the faces of the 
children who come after them. This beautiful poem might be fit!y 
as an aid to devotion during these days of the counting of the Omer. T! 
=SDD is a custom, that seems to be in tune with the spirit of the !'salm, 
and particularly of that verse that prays that God may teach us so to 
number our days that we may get us a heart of wisdom. 

The reculations for the period between Passover and Pentecos! are 
laid down in the 24rd chapter of Leviticus. On the second day of Pa-- ver 
a sheaf of the carly harvest was presented imthe sanctuary. Seven week 
were to be counted day by day. Their completion was to be mark« dl on 
the fiftieth day, the east of Weeks, by the presentation of two loa 
“the bread of first fruits "—in thankfulness for the completed hary 
of corn and grain. The wheatsheaf of Passover, the sign of (God's 
bounty, gave place at Pentecost to the bread of first fruits, the sign of 
man’s diligence and industry. The importance of these weeks of harvest 
to the Israclites, who depended on the goodly produce of the land of 
Israel, is casily understood.; But the period of the Omer received a 
further signiicance from the somewhat later association of Pentecost with 
the celebration of the Divine revelation at Sinai. It became reminisccot 
of those eventful weeks that covered the journey from Egypt to Sinai. 
The transition from physical freedom to spiritual service had its suggestive 
incentive for the individual which was heightened by the promptings that 
nature offers in the springtime of the year. The heart rejoices and the 
mind is most receptive. It ison such days that time is the most precious. 
It is miwy> my the very opportunity for service, the time to count our 
days, lest they slip by unnoticed or become unworthy of record. !' is 
true that time and space are but conventions by which we endeavour to 
sive expression to the mutual relationship of mundane matters. but 
even so, there is as it were a mecting place between time and cternity. 
It consists in the reality, the true realisation, of any moment we |ive 
lived. So does a beautiful thought given to the world become eterai. 
So does a deed of mercy flow out through space illimitable. Not b) any 
measurement of time such as we know can we conceive eternity. ic 
in the rightful counting of our days we may gain a vision of “the immortal 
hour.” We reach out towards the higher altitudes by the Divine breath 
that animates our soul. We have been inspired and thus have learned 
the gift of aspiration. The knowledge of our very limitations bids us 
seek after the boundless and illimitable. So are our little days linked up 
with the eternal purposes. 

There is a further thought saggested both by our psalm and by bic 
Omer days. “O God our help in ages past, our hope for years to come” 
was a'fitting invocation to have been addressed by their great leadc: on 
behalf of the people whom he loved so well and served so selflessly. lle 
uses language almost identical with this first verse of the ninetieth )-a'm 
in the final blessing wherewith “ Moses the man of God bDiessed the 
children of Israel before his death.” “The Eternal God,” said he. ‘5 4 
dwelling place, and underneath are the everlasting arms.” After al! tle 
trials and tribulations of the wilderness, the passing away of the generation 
he had brought forth from Egypt, and his own bitter disappointment «! 11's 
approaching death, Moses takes refuge in the thought of the Everlas'\ns 
God. Aright counting even of such days has found a new generation 
fortified by the wisdom learned of God. And beyond the borders 0! !1's 
own life he sees mapped out the fulfilment of God's purposes regarding 
His people's destiny. 

The days of the wilderness have long ‘since passed away. So have 
the old harvest offerings in the Temple at Jerusalem. The ©/”"' 
days have seen the sad suffering and sorrow of our people, whose echoes 
from the middle-ages still come down to us in mournful melodics 
within the synagogue.

Deputy Dr. Reich on the Situation. 


Organisation Formed. 


\ conference, attended by over 125 delegates from London and 
», vincial synagogues and societies, was held on Sunday at the Cannon 
< rect Hotel, under the auspices of the Federation of Ukrainian Jews, 
rhe Federation of Polish Jews, and the Lodzer Benevolent Socicty, for 
the purpose of considering measures of relief for the Jews in Poland 
sifected by the economic crisis in that country. The CHTEF RABBI oF 
oo Bearrish EMPIRE presided at the opening of the conference. 

The CHAIRMAN said he was hopeful as to the result of that large and 
-opresentative meeting. With the help of God, salvation to their brethren 
in need would, to the extent of their ability, issue from their endeavours. 
And his hopefalness was not altogether without foundation. Let them 

. back with him seven years, when news reached them of violence 

.| injustice, of riots and pogroms against their brethren in Poland. A 
thrill of indignation had run through the whole of Anglo-Jewry. Young 
and old, rich and poor, native and immigrant, had felt that something 
nist be done to give expression to their sympathy with their persecuted 
prcthren. A fast had been declared, and a day of mourning such as had

He ithe Chief Rabbi) need only 
rofer to one fact that had recently reached them; that of the entire 
population of a Jewish town in Poland dying of hunger! He was sure 
that, as seven years ago, all differences would be sunk and all classes 
would unite in that great work of human rescue. It was no time fora 
lay of Mourning, but for months of charitable endeavour: a time when 
mao Syn Mp3¥ was literally true. And he had every confidence that 
british Jewry wonld live up to its highest traditions, that British Jewry 
would be true to itself, 

Mr, JOSEPH PRAG, J.P., brought greetings to the Conference from the 
lropaties of British Jews. He said that the Polish Jews were in a worse 
position than during the pogrom period, because now they were faced 
wth systematic starvation which threatened to wipe them ont entirely. 
fic urged that any relief measures that might be devised should be

Mr. PILICHOWSKI said that it would not only be a material loss but a 
srcat moral loss if Polish Jewry, to which world Jewey owed so much, 
went under, 

DEPUTY REICH’S ADDRESS. 

Deputy Dr. LEON REICH said that he had been very glad to accept the 
invitation to attend the conference from which Polish Jewry expected 
uceds as well as words. It was useless to worry about the political 
‘uation of the Polish Jews when their very existence was threatened 
‘conomically. The Polish Jews themselves had become apathetic in 
their despair, The crisis was caused partly by the general economic 
conditions of the country, and was partly due to specifically Jewish 
rauses, Poland was trying to run with the bourgeois hare and hunt with 
the Bolshevik hounds. and all the burdens were placed on the industrial 
Classes, of which the Jews formed the most important element. The 
Position was greatly intensified by the anti-Semitic agitation, and various 
‘ndustries had been made State monopolies, which had -resulted in thou- 
“ands of Jews being thrown ont of employment. This could only be 
described as an economic pogrom. In East Galicia the situation was 
“orst ofall. He urged that the only sound method of relief must take 
the form of credits.’ As he had come as the interpreter of Jewish misery, 
Jewish tears and Jewish despair, he hoped to go back as the restorer of 
Jewish hope and of the Jewish future. (Cheers). |

Opposition Policy Abandoned. 

An agreement has been rerched between representatives of the Club 
of Jewish Deputies and the Government providing for the fulfilment of 
the Jewish economic demands. This has, to a great extent, satisfied the 
Jewish political representatives. and has decided them to continue the 
policy of conciliation with the Government. 

The Government has issued a new manifesto outlining the policy 
which it intends to follow.

The 
Hebrew work is also fairly good and the children acquire quite an exten- 
sive vocabulary, mostly taken from the Prayer Book.

Anti-Jewish Feeling. 


By MARC REGENSTREIF (Constantinople). 


There are about 100,000 Jews living in Turkey. Of their life next to 
nothing is known outside the country. The fact that the Jews in Turkey 
keep quiet does not prove that their lot is a happy one as compared with 
the lot of the Jews in almost any other country of the world. They keep 
quict because they are glad to be left alone. Submission to the Govern- 
ment seems the best policy. And they submit almost to the point of 
national extinction. 

The first stage in this policy of submission followed the decision of 
the Turkish Government to separate the religious and secular life in 
Turkey. As soon as this decree was issued, the Jews in Turkey decided 
to fall in with it although the Chief Rabbi, Chaim Bidjerano Effendi, was 
not pleased about the idea, for it would have entirely done away with the 
prestige of the Grand Rabbinate. The Rabbi of the Ashkenazic com. 
munity, Dr. Marcus, on the other hand, welcomed the project as an 
effective way for the Jews in Turkey to emphasise the fact that they 
were primarily Turkish citizens. The whole matter was tending to drift 
until the recent anti-Semitic attack came in the Turkish Press and 
hastened the Jews in their decision to effect the separation of secular and 
relixious matters within the Jewish community. The result of this 
separation is the absolute loss of power by the Grand Rabbinate, but on 
the whole the Jewish communities should benefit from the change, since 
with the abolition of the privilege of the Rabbinate it should be easier for 
the Jews to share in the general revival of the Turkish nation. 

This desire to merge into the Turkish nation, the fear of being regarded 
as a separate body within the State, is shown also by the readiness with 
which the Jewish communities in Turkey have hastened to comply with 
the Government's regulation that all instruction in the elementary Jewish 
schools should be given in 


THE TURKISH LANGUAGE ONLY, 


But there is a more serious aspect to this matter. The Government has . 


issued a supplement to the regulation about instruction in the Turkish 
language, making it compulsory for private schools to have three-quarters 
of their staff Turks. When the Government says Turks it means 
Moslems. The question then arises, what will the Jewish children be 
able to do when they are grown up. They will know no language but 
Turkish, and as Jews they will be debarred from getting employment, for 
the regulation about seventy-five per cent. of all employees having to be 
Turks applies not only to private schools but to all undertakings, including 
business firms. The only hope for the Jews is that the Government 
should cease to draw a distinction between Turkish Jew, and Moslem. 
The general economic position of the Jews in Turkey is deplorable. 
Engaged in commerce and small trade, they have suffered greatly from 


.the monopolistic policy of the Government. The Turkish Government 
bas in this respect followed 


THE EXAMPLE OF RUSSIA, 


with which it recently concluded a treaty, and has monopolised 
practically everything. Petrol, oi), matches, sugar, tobacco, cigarettes, 
paper, slaughter-houses, beer, alcohol, and ice are already monopolised, 
and it is expected that many other branches of commerce will have to 
follow suit. In addition to this forcible exclusion of the Jews from the 
commercial life of the country, the taxes levied on preperty are exorbitant, 
and quite out of proportion to the earning capacity of the Jews. 

A wave of anti-Semitism has passed recently over the whole country, 
filling the Jewish communities with dismay and despair. The movement 
began as far back as December 20th, when an anti-Shechita agitation was 
set on foot ina number of Turkish newspapers. The papers contended 
that since the slaughtering of animals was now carried out under the best 
of sanitary and humane conditions, there was no further need of Rabbis 
in the slaughter-houses to supervise the slaughtering of animals. This 
first indirect anti-Semitic move was soon followed by a direct violent 
attack on the Jews in almost every Turkish newspaper in the country. 
An allegation was made against the Jews, in support of which no proof 
was brought forward; it was a rumour, a mere pretext. 

It was alleged that a message expressing loyalty to Spain had been 
sent by 300 Jews to the King of Spain last October. Vigorous protests 
were sent to the Government by all the Jewish communities of Turkey 
denying emphatically, in the name of the whole of Turkish Jewry, that 
any message such as was alleged had ever been sent, the Spanish Legation 
issued a similar denial, the President of the Spanish Club, too, issued a 
denial, but it all failed to silence the Turkish Press. : 

Even if it had been proved (which it was not) that 300 Jews had 
actually sent such a message, it could have been only those Jews resident 
in Turkey, who are Spanish citizens and whe number altogether only 
about five hundred souls : an infinitesimal! proportion of the whole Jewish 
population of Turkey. 


The Turkish Press did not stop to think of this, did not even pay 
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any attention when it was pointed out—it only saw an opportunit > for 
AN ATTACK AGAINST THE JEWS, 


Turkish citizens or not, and it went on with its agitation, heedless eyen of 
the Government statement that the Jews were a useful and loyal elem, nt 
of new Turkey. The Jews of Turkey had deserved better of their 
country, considering all the things they had done, and done volun: irily 
in order to comply with the various general regulations laid down jy the 
Government with regard to the separation of religious and secula) affairs, 
the renunciation of minority rights, the introduction of the ‘Turkis, 
language into the Jewish schools, etc., ete. 

It is true, that the whole story was afterwards proved to have been 
an invention. The Jewish deputation which went to Angora was able ty 
convince the Government that the story was untrue, and that there was 
no ground for the charges made against the loyalty of the Jewish 
population. 

Finally, the agitation died down. But it shows us what the position 
is, When.a mere rumour, an unconfirmed report which, at the first enquiry, 
is shown to have no basis in fact, is sufficient to start such a clamon, 
against the Jews of the Republic. But what can be done to improve 
the position of the Jews in Turkey? Nothing. The only thing to cio is to 
keep quiet and to try not to provoke anyone, if such a thing is possible in 
the life of a community distinct in many ways from the general body of 
the population. . 

As to whether the lives and property of the Jews of Turkey are any 
more secure than their honour, can be seen from the following two recent 
cascs. 

In Smyrna there lived a poor Jew named Ezra. He had a fricnd—a 
Turkish soldier named Urfan. Ezra borrowed from Urfan 50 liras ‘about 
£5), and being very poor he was not able to repay at the promised time, 
Urfan one day came to see his friend Ezra, asked for his money, and 
receiving only excuses, he whipped out his revolver and shot FE-zra dead on 
the spot, Asked by the police why he had done this thing, the murderer 
replied : “ He did not pay me. So I killed him !” 

In Conscoundjouk the synagogue was broken into. Nothing was taken 
away. The place, however, was desecrated, the furniture was smashed 
and the Ark was broken open and the scrolls of the Law torn into shreds, 


The American Immigration Law. 


Concessions Refused. 


The Senate Immigration Committee has rejected a number of bills 
intended to humanise the Immigration Restriction Law. Among them is 
Congressman Dickstein’s bill to admit the wives and children under 
twenty-one of rabbis, regardless of when they arrived in America (at 
present admission is given only to those relatives of rabbis who arrived 
after the quota system came into force on July Ist, 1924, and not of those 
who arrived before that date). The bill introduced by Congressman 
Perlman and Senator Wadsworth to admit as non-quota immigrants the 
fathers and mothers and children under twenty-one of citizens and 
declarants for citizenship is also rejected.—J.T.A. 

It is understood that it is the intention of the Government to deport 
as speedily as possible all undesirable aliens who can be deported 
under the law, especially those immigrants who smuggled their way 
into the country outside the quota. The Department of Trade, it 's 
said, estimate that about 20,000 such immigrants have come into the 
country during the past twelve months as sailors or shipping officials 
alone. It is also estimated that about 30,000 aliens would be deported 
from among _the aliens who are patients in hospitals and other public 
institutions. Many of these, however, it would not be possible to move 
because of physical infirmities, and although legally subject to deportation 
they would have to remain in the country. 

According to the latest figures the number of aliens debarred from 
entering the United States during the year ended June 30th, 1925, was 
25,390; 9,495 aliens were deported after landing.

American “ Joint’s” Quota Increased. 


25,000,000 Dollars to be Raised. 

It is announced that the Joint Distribution Committee is to ask the 
Jews of America to raise twenty-five million dollars, instead of the fifteen 
millions which formed America’s original quota. Mr. David A. Brown, 
national chairman of the United Jewish Campaign, -has announced that 
the ten million dollar increase in the quota is necessary because of the 
growing misfortune among the Jews in Russia, Poland and other parts of 
Eastern Europe. 

Mr. Brown added that little help could come from Europe ; ve" ene 
communities which could help,-such as Anglo-Jewry, did not know how 
to give. Because there was being projected a relief campalg”, hand 
American Jew could be released from his responsibility to the Palestinian 
effort.—J.T.A.

Eggs for Breakfast, Lunch, or Supper. 


Poached Eggs on Cheese Toast. 
Stale cheese, 4 ozs, 
Milk, 4 gill. 
Cayenne. 


Made mustard, 4 teaspoonful. 
Hot buttered toast. 
Poached eggs. 

SHRED the cheese and put it in a saucepan with the milk, gayenne, 
and mustard, and stir over a gentle heat until the mixture is quite 
smooth and begins to thicken. Pour on to rounds of hot buttered toast, 
and put a neatly poached egg on top of each. 


Spiced Eggs. 

Boll as many eggs as required until quite hard. Plunge them in 
cold water for a few minutes, then remove the shells. Put in wide- 
necked glass jars, cover with boiling spiced vinegar, and when cold 
cork down. Leave fora month before using. They are excellent eaten 
with green salad. : 

For spiced vinegar allow four teaspoonfuls of allspice, one of ginger, 
a clove of garlic, and a pinch of cayenne to each quart of vinegar. Boil 
for ten minutes and strain. 


Scrambled Eggs and Gherkins. 

Salt and pepper. 

Chopped gherkins, 1 tablespoonful. 
Hot buttered toast. 

BEAT up the eggs lightly; add the milk, and season with salt and 
pepper. Melt the margarine in a saucepan, then pour in the eggs, and stir 
until they are just beginning to sct ; then add the finely chopped gherkin, 
and stir until set. Serve on rounds of hot buttered toast.

Add sufficient milk to prevent the potato 
crumbling, and cover each egg neatly with the potato, keeping the 
shape of the egg as far as possible. Place on a greased tin, and bake 
in a quick oven until well browned, or, if preferred, they can be rolled 
in egg and breadcrumbs and fried.

ADDRESS BY RABBI DR..B. SALOMON. 


Rabbi Dr. B. Salomon was the speaker last Friday afternoon at the 
monthly meeting of the Wesleyan Methodist ministers at the Albert Holi, 
Manchester. He said that Zionism could be divided into three kinds—-the 
Zionism of the Bible and the Prayer Book, the Zionism of the pioncer and 
political Zionism. The new pioncers, the Cha/nfzim, men and women 
drawn largely from the student and professional c!asses of Bastern 
Europe, were the backbone of the Jewish clement in Palestine to-day. 
The aspect of Zionism that was most apparent to the public eye was the 
political one. Political Zionism had aroused opposition armong the Jews 
themselves, because its leaders lail too much insistence on the political 
aspect of the question. Many of them cared for nothing but the fact that 
the Jews were a separate nation, and as such showld possoss their 
land. But it was impossible to revive the ancient glories of the Jewish 
Kingdom if one regarded the Jewish faith with indifference. Zionism 
would only become the saviour of the Jewish people when they heard as 
much of the salvation of the faith as of the cultivation of the land, less of 
the Turk and more of the Tora/:. |

MEETING AT HAMPSTEAD. 

A meeting was held last Sunday in the Hampstead Synagogue Schoo! 
room, Kingdon Road, and was addressed by Sir Philip Hartog, C.1.Ie., and 
Mr. Israel Cohen. 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN, who presided, said that he was not present to 
define his exact relationship to the movement of which the Keren HMayesod 
was a part, but he had no hesitation in saying that whatever happoned in 
Palestine to-day was a matter of the dcepest interest to cvery professing 
Jew. 

Sir Purtip HARTOG said he felt that he onght really to apologise for 
standing bcfore them to speak about Palestine, as he had only spent five 
days there. But ifany of them could spend five days there he advised 
them to do as he had done. To all of them Palestine had an inmmense 
historic interest, Whatever might be their views on nationalist Zionisim. 
The land did appeal to them in.a way that no other country outside 
England could, and each one of them, he was sure, would like to see thio 
experiment of surpassing human interest now being carried out in that land. 
He had gone there because he was interested, notconvinced. The Nebrew 
University was in astate of formation. It was a splendid building, and 
contained bio-chemical laboratories with twenty-five research workers, 
doing work that could be compared with that done in any other country. 
There were several women as well as men working there, and everywhere 
in Jerusalem one could see the spirit of equality of the sexes. There was 
© micro-biological laboratory working chiefly at those organisms 
which produced disease. The University was going to add sections

for physics and mathematics. A certain amount had already 
been begun. There was also the School of Oriental Studies, 
and another most important feature of the University was the 


library, which was excellently organised and contained 120,000 volumes. 

One thing that struck one very much in Palestine was that Hebrew was 

a living language. By what miracle it had been adapted to the needs 

of modern science so as to enable lectures in chemistry, physics, 

and mathematics to be given, he did not know. A great deal of 

that was due to Ben Yehuda. Sir Philip also described his visit to

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several of the colonies. One was struck, he said, by the energy of the 
colonists; the simplicity of their houses, their remarkable physique, 
and the happy look of the men, women, and children. The antagonism 
between Arab and Jew was dying out. He believed that the Jews 
in Palestine would prove themselves worthy of their great and noble 
traditions and would help to make the name of the Jew greater than it 
had been in the past. 

Mr. ISRAEL COHEN said that the work in Palestine was being con- 
ducted under Governmental auspices and some people thought that there- 
by the Jewish people would be relieved of its task of converting Palestine 
into a National Home. It was the Jewish people themselves who had to 
do this. Mr. Cohen explained the objects of the two principal Zionist 
funds, the Keren Hayesod and the Keren Kayemeth, and said that the sum 
of £600,000 was the amount to be collected for the former fund for the 
present year. He hoped that the Jews of this country would take their 
proper share in the great task before them. 

The CHAIRMAN, in proposing a vote of thanks to the speakers, said 
that it seemed to him the most natural thing in the world that the 
Hebrew University should appeal not alone to every Jew, but to every- 
body who believed in the Bible. A very special effort ought to be made 
on behalf of this University in Jerusalem. He appealed for support 
for the Keren Hayesod and hoped that many present would enrol them- 
selves as “ Friends of the Hebrew University.” 

On the motion of Mr, ISRAEL COHEN a yote of thanks was accorded to 
the Chairman.

CONFERENCE IN NOTTINGHAM. 


Mr. I. Samunov, Treasurer of the Jewish National Fund Central 
Office of Great Britain, and Mr. H. J. Morgenstern, Secretary of the 
English Zionist Federation, attended a Conference of Zionist and communal 
workers, held at the Jewish Social Club in Nottingham on Sunday last.

LECTURE BY SIR WYNDHAM DEEDES. 


Last Monday Sir Wyndham Deedes lectured to the members of the 
Kadimah, at 264, Soho Square, on “ Zionism Outside Palestine.” Mr. § 
Temkin presided. 

Sir Wyndham said that there were two dangers Jews ran the risk of 
incurring. One was complete obliteration and the other was assimilation - 
and the main object that would be attained by Zionism, if properly 
carried out, was the salvation of the Jew—the Salvaging of 
the Jew from these two dangers. He spoke of the three different 
forms of immigration taking place in the world, viz., immigration from 
England to the Dominions, immigration from Central Europe to America, 
and the immigration to Palestine. Immigrants went to Palestine not to 
re-establish similar conditions to those under which they had lived in the 
countries from which they had migrated, nor to beceme absorbed in 
the country to which they were going, but, on the contrary, to establish 
their own national home. It was the minority establishing something 
for the majority. It was a very interesting and new experiment that had 
never been tried before, there was no parallel anywhere else, and the whole 
world was watching it with very great interest. The Jews were nolonger 
lodgers in Europe they were able to become householders in Palestine. It 
depended mainly upon the Jewsoutside Palestine if the thing was to be made 
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a reality. The national home was for a whole nation as though tha: nation 
were resident in the country. Palestine was not going to be a nation state 
but it would be thecentreof a number of different cultures. “here wa. there. 
fore a definite role to be played by Jews living outside Palestiy. Sir 
Wyndham spoke of the advantages to be derived from the setting up of 
a Jewish National Home, and the contributions Jews had io make 
towards this, the principal one being the proper interpretation o: the 
meaning of Zionism to Jews and non-Jews. They had also got to , < plain 
that they could be Jews and at the same timo owe allegiance ang bo 
loyal to the country in which they happened to reside.

An Open Verdict.—The inquest on the body of WILFRED LAWRENCB 
PHILLIPS, aged 48, an art dealer, of Green Street, Leicester Square, who 
was shot dead at a rifle range in Oxenden Street, Haymarket, resulted in 
Mr. Ingleby Oddie, the Westminster Coroner, recording an open verdict. 

Mr. Cecil Phillips, brother and partner of the dead man, said his 
brother was financially sound. “He was unmarried and lived with his 
mother, and he had no trouble of any kind, certainly not a love affair. 
Before the war his brother used to attend a rifle range, and was in the 
Artists’ Rifles. He had never threatened to commit suicide, and there 
was no history of insanity im the family. He did not suffer from insomnia. 

Guy Robertson Doran, gunsmith, owner of the range, said that Mr. 
Phillips, who was a stranger to him, came to the gallery on Tucsday 
afternoon, and asked to have some practice with a small revolver. The 
witness told him that he had not got one, and gave him an automatic 
pistol. He handled it as if he understood it. His first shot was rather 
bad, but the next two were very good. The witness loaded the pistol 
with ten cartridges. 

The Coroner: What happened ? 

The Witness: He fell after the sixth shot, and I saw there wasa 
wound in his forehead. Two other persons were present. 

Mr. Doran added that he had not the slightest doubt that the shot 
Mr. Phillips was not at all excited or 


depressed when he came in. 

Evidence was given that Mr. Phillips was taken to St. George's 
Hospital, where the house surgeon said that he was dead. Dr. Wells 
Said that death was due to a bullet wound in the brain. 

The Coroner said he had to decide whether it was an accident 
or suicide. There was no motive which might have induced the 
man to take his life, and yet he had known people with exactly that 
history who had taken their lives without any apparent cause. On the 
other hand, automatic pistols were extremely dangerous weapons to 
handle, even by people who were familiar with them. The pistol in 
question had an extremely light trigger, and yet it would be rather 
awkward to get the long muzzle right in front unless the man was looking 
at the barrel. He thought the best course was to record an open verdict. 
He would therefote say that there was not sufficient evidence to show 
whether the weapon was fired wilfully or accidentally. 


Fatally Injured by Omnibus.—An inquest was held at Westminster, 
on Tuesday, on the body of Mrs. SARAH AMELIA ESTHER BARNETT, aged 
64, a widow, staying at the Regent Palace Hotel, who was knocked down 
and fatally injured through an omnibus colliding with a taxi-cab and 
mounting the pavement in Coventry Street, Piccadilly, on Sunday 
evening. She was conveyed to Charing Cross Hospital, but died in 
the ambulance. Her daughter, Isabel, who was walking with her 
mother at the time, was treated at the hospital for bruises, but was 
not detained. William Henry Pease, who was called as a witness, 
said that as the ‘bus approached he saw the driver put out his hand as if 
to signal that he was going down Haymarket. Then witness saw a taxi 
come up on the offside of the ‘bus and heard acrash. He next saw the 
‘bus mount the pavement. He thought the speed of the 'bus was eight 
or nine miles per hour, and that of the taxi twelve miles per hour. The 
‘bus driver certainly signalled, and had only one hand on the wheel. 
Abraham Moses, driver of the ‘bus, said he was going very slowly and 
had signalled, when the taxi came by and hit his wheel. He was thrown 
sideways, and so could not pull up as quickly as he otherwise would have 
done. William Robert Sanders, the taxi-driver, said he was going no 
more than eight miles an hour. The accident was caused by the ‘bus 
driver swerving slightly to the right. Witness saw no signal. After 
further evidence, the coroner adjourned the inquiry until Monday.

An Open Verdict.—The inquest on the body of WILFRED LAWRENCB 
PHILLIPS, aged 48, an art dealer, of Green Street, Leicester Square, who 
was shot dead at a rifle range in Oxenden Street, Haymarket, resulted in 
Mr. Ingleby Oddie, the Westminster Coroner, recording an open verdict. 

Mr. Cecil Phillips, brother and partner of the dead man, said his 
brother was financially sound. “He was unmarried and lived with his 
mother, and he had no trouble of any kind, certainly not a love affair. 
Before the war his brother used to attend a rifle range, and was in the 
Artists’ Rifles. He had never threatened to commit suicide, and there 
Was no history of insanity im the family. He did not suffer from insomnia, 

Guy Robertson Doran, gunsmith, owner of the range, said that Mr. 
Phillips, who was a stranger te him, came to the gallery on Tuesday 
afternoon, and asked to have some practice with a small revolver. The 
witness told him that he had not got one, and. gave him an automatic 
pistol. He handled it as if he understood it. His first shot was rather 
bad, but the next two were very good. The witness loaded the pistol 
with ten cartridges. 

The Coroner: What happened ” 

The Witness: He fell after the sixth shot, and T saw there was a 
wound in his forehead. Two other persons were present. . 

Mr. Doran added that he had not the slightest doubt that the shot 
came from Mr. Phillips's weapon. Mr. Phillips was not at all excited or 
depressed when he came in. 

Evidence was given that Mr. Phillips was taken to St. George's 
Hospital, where the house surgeon said that he was dead. Dr. Wells 
said that death was due to a bullet wound in the brain. 

The Coroner said he had to decide whether it was an accident 
or suicide. There was no motive which might have induced the 
man to take his life, and yet he had known people with exactly that 
history who had taken their lives without any apparent cause. On the 
other hand, automatic pistols were extremely dangerous weapons to 
handle, even by people who were familiar with them, The pistol in 
question had an extremely light trigger, and yet it would be rather 
awkward to get the long muzzle right in front unless the man was looking 
at the barrel. He thought the best course was to record an open verdict. 
He would therefofte say that there was not sufficient evidence to show 
whether the weapon was fired wilfully or accidentally. 


Fatally Injured by Omnibus.-An inquest was held at Westminster, 
on Tuesday, on the body of Mrs. SARAH AMELIA ESTHER BARNETT, aged 
64, a widow, staying at the Regent Palace Hotel, who was knocked down 
and fatally injured through an omnibus colliding with a taxi-cab and 
mounting the pavement in Coventry Street, Piccadilly, on Sunday 
evening. She was conveyed to Charing Cross Hospital, but died in 
the ambulance. Her daughter, Isabel, who was walking with her 
mother at the time, was treated at the hospital for bruises, but was 
not detained. William Henry Pease, who was called as a witness, 
said that as the ‘bus approached he saw the driver put out his band as if 
to signal that he was going down Haymarket. Then witness saw a taxi 
come up on the offside of the ‘bus and heard acrash. He next saw the 
‘bus mount the pavement. He thought the speed of the ’bus was cight 
or nine miles per hour, and that of the taxi twelve miles per hour. The 
‘bus driver certainly signalled, and had only one hand on the wheel. 
Abraham Moses, driver of the "bus, said he was going very slowly and 
had signalled, when the taxi came by and hit his wheel. He was thrown 
sideways, and so could not pull up as quickly as he otherwise would have 
done. William Robert Sanders, the taxi-driver, said he was going no 
more than eight miles an hour. The accident was caused by the ‘bus 
driver swerving slightly to the right. Witness saw no signal. After 
further evidence, the coroner adjourned the inquiry until Monday. 


Betting Fines.—Isaac Levy, 41, a tailor of Beaumont Street, Mile 
End, RICHARD DAVID BENNETT, of Maidman Street, and GEORGE DAVIs, 
of Argyle Road, were charged, at Old Street Police Court last week, with 
being concerned in the management of a betting house in Globe Road, 
of which Levy was the proprietor. Mr. Melville, who prosecuted, said 
that the premises were used as a billiard club, and were known as “ The 
Globe Temperance Working* Men's Club.” Levy was fined £60 and £15 
costs, Bennett £15, and Davis £10. ;
